44-ITC(FN)/72, dated 20th March, 1972, wherein it was stated that no further 
C.C.P, for import of dry fruits will be issued to an applicant unless documentary 
evidence is produced to the satisfaction of the concerned licensing authority that 
he had fulfilled his counter-export obligation within a period of three months of 
the date of issue of the earlier C.C.P. to the extent of not less than eighty per cent, 
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in the prescribed proportion as between Schedule ‘B-T and ‘B-IF items, i.e. not 
less than fifty per cent ol the exports should have consisted of Schedule ‘BIT 
items. 

2. On a review of the position it has been decided that the time for fulfilment 
of counter-export obligation In respect of C.C.Ps, granted in terms of the aforesaid 
Public Notice may be deemed to have been extended from three months to six 
months. No endorsement to this effect is necessary to be made on the C.C.Ps by 
the licensing authorities concerned, The Reserve Bank of India/Customs authori¬ 
ties will allow exports to Afghanistan within the extended date on the basis of 
this Public Notice, if the exports are otherwise in order,
